Cities in 


Officials of Menlo Park, Ather- 
ton, Stanford university and Los 
Altos appear to favor a Junipero 
Serra Freeway route which will 
pass these cities as far west as 
possible, it was learned here 
Tuesday night. 

Representatives of these cities 
are to meet at Stanford Univer- 
sity this afternoon, to discuss 
what sort of counter proposals 
they will give to the State Divi- 
sion of Highways, which last 
| week announced that two alter- 
nate routes had been decided on 
as the most practical after sev- 
eral studies. One of them is to 
be used as the basis of an eight- 
lane north-south connector. 

The most westerly of the two 
routes enters the area from the 
north by crossing Woodside road, 
about 2000 feet northeast of 
Whiskey Hill road. 

It trends south, crossing both 
Walsh road and Sandhill road 
about 1000 feet north and east, 
respectively, of their intersec- 
tion, then cuts across Stanford 
University lands to the vicinity 
of the entrance of Webb ranch. 

From there it would trend 
southwesterly, striking Page Mill 
road midway between the existing 
;Junipero Serra road and Arasta- 
dero road. . 

The more exact routing of the 
proposed freeway was shown at 
Tuesday night’s informal meeting 
of the Menlo Park City council. : 

Theré Were these develop. | 

ments: 

1. Alf Brandin, Stanford busi- 
ness manager, said that the Uni- 
versity had long recognized the 
eventual need for a major thor- 
oughfare through the western 
part of the university’s lands, but 
expressed the hope that the rout- 
ing could be further west so that 
it could be “peripheral” in nature. 

2. City officials, during a short 
formal portion of the meeting, 
introduced an ordinance for the 
annexation of some 47 acres of 
university lands, including some 
acreage between Alpine and Sand- 
hill roads into the city. Develop- 
ment of this area has been seen as 
blocked until the exact routing of 
the freeway is settled.

Alt Is Quiet as: Supervisors 


Study Ways of Cutting Budget

“BUSINESS” QUIET — Activi- 
ties of the board of supervisors 
failed to make the headlines this 
week, apparently getting ready 
for the big splash over the reduc- 
tions in budget recommendations. 


We have no doubt there will be 
sizeable cuts in, those figures, but 
such news should not encourage 
us to believe there will not be a 
fairly sizeable increase in the 
county tax rate. 

The board of supervisors is still 
holding off adoption of a second 
pension plan for the county’s 1200 
plus workers, despite the 10-1 ma- 
jority of the employes voting to 
add the federal Social Security 
System to the state pension plan 
now in effect. 

Some members want to go ahead 
but others want to submit the is- 
sue to the voters—a death gesture 
if there ever was one. 


The voters did approve the 
original pension program which 
now costs the taxpayers about 
$450,000 a year. The second pro- 
gram would add approximately 
$100,000 the first year. 

Supervisors endorsing the adop- 
tion point out that a majority of 
the industrial and business firms 
now provide a “company” pen- 
sion plan in addition to the feder- 
al old-age: security insurance pro- 
gram. We have no doubt that it 
will go into effect here—with San 
Mateo county the pioneer in this 
field. 

No other county in the state, 
to our knowledge, has such a two- 
plan setup, but legislation now 
pending in Sacramento integrat- 
ing the two pensions means the 
move will soon spread statewide. 

It,is heped that the action of 
the supervisors this week will not 
have a terrific kick-back on the 
taxpayers. We refer to the appro- 
val for two days of drag races at 
the county-owned airport strip at 
Half Moon Bay.

Although text books today are 
a far cry from those in earlier 
years, when texts were courses of 
study, those required by the state 
department of education now are 
not always the best available, Dr. 
Henry Gunn told members of the 
Citizens’ Committee for Ravens- 
wood schools recently. 

Dr. Gunn, superintendent for 
Palo Alto City schools, was 
guest speaker on the topic, 
“The State text-book question.” 
Philip Smith, assistant admin- 
istrator for the Ravenswood 
City School district appeared 
alse, to tell Ravenswoodites the 
texts used in the district. 

SAME PLACE 

In olden days the eourse of stu- 

dy in elementary schools stipulat- 
ed that certain pages of the text 
books must be taught on certain 
days, Dr. Gunn told his audience. 
This made it possible for a super- 
intendent to enter any arithmetic 
class, for example, and find the 
children there studying the same 
problems as children in any oth- 
er similar arithmetie class in a 
| district.

Aside from limiting the choice 
of books to the district, the length 
of years, 6 to 8 years, for a text’s 
life, is too long, since it often 
takes a further 40 months before 
a new text is available and, in 
some cases, a text is in use for 12 
years and out-dated, the citizens 
were told. 

NEW BILL 

A new department of educa- 
tion bill, AB 441, now under con- 
sideration by the state. legislature 
releases everyone but trustees 
and superintendents from penal- 
ties, lowers text book life from 4 
to 8 years from the 6 to 8 years 
and allows the state to give the 
University of California books 
without charge, which Dr. Gunn 
feels is some improvement. How- 
ever, he feels penalties (which 
mean withholding funds for books 
from the state) should be remov 
ed from all school people and 
trustees and that multiple choice 
of texts should be offered by the 
state. 

While the present text-book 
fight is really between the state 
and the big six book publishing 
companies, Dr. Gunn said that, as 
!a school man, he doesnt’ want to 
see restrictions set on education, 
as the state-favored single choice 
now does. If the 6-companies con- 
tinue to refuse to submit their 
plates and the state insists, the 
former may draw out of Califor- 
nia and this would he a big loss 
to education since their books are 
excellent, he stated. 


Dr. Gunn also recommended

Of course it is too early to say 
if the tax will have any effect 
on sales volume, but we are in- 
clined to think it won’t, 

We got a kick out of the hassle 
over the inspection of county bills. 
Supervisor Thomas J. Callan de- 
manded and has won the appoint- 
ment of a supervisor finance com- 
mittee to give all accounts a look- 
see before board approval. 

Callan is concerned for the most 
part with the many out-of-county

We'll agree that the depart- 
ment heads who authorize these 
junkets for little or no reason 
(in many instances) shouldkeep 
closer supervision over “conven- 
tions” and committee meetings. 
Probably the savings would be 
no more than a few hundred 
dollars but after all we do have 
a little “Scotch” blood in us. 

The next big fight facing the 
county as a whole will be the 
route hearings for the new free- 
way somewhere down the western 
hill areas. The state has submit- 
ted two suggestions — one that 
would follow Skyline from San 
Bruno down through Woodside 
and Stanford; the other on the 
western foothills through the resi- 
dential area of every city. The 
state favors the second route as 
being the most advantageous. 

Regardless of whether you live 
close to one of the proposed 
routes you will have the. oppor- 
tunity of voicing your opinion 
when hearing dates and places are 
announced: It promises to be a bit- 
ter fight of residents along each 
route to place the big highway in 
the other fellow’s yard.

Woodside Council Adopts Business 


License Law—an 


With the promise of the town’s 
first license to grocery store own- 
er Phil Demma (at his! request), 
Woodside councilmen last week 
adopted a business license ordi- 
nance with slight changes from 
its initial form to allow flexibili- 
ty of ruling for wholesalers send- 
ing more than one truck into the 
area. 

The ordinance was adopted de- 
spite a letter from the Municipal 
License Tax Association, organi- 
zation representing manufactur- 
ers, wholesalers and retailers, that 
requested a lower tax than the 
proposed $20 per truck, even sug- 
gesting that some municipalities 
levied no tax in appreciation for 
services rendéred such cities. 

Woodside councilman Richard 
Marshall said that he thought 
“the rates are very fair consid- 
ering the size of our town,” and 
urged the council to pass the 
ordinance without further chan- 
ges. Mayor William L. Lowe, 
councilmen Wheeler, Eastman 
and Graham and councilwoman 
Rose O’Neill concurred, and the 
ordinance was adopted. 

Current heavy trucking on Can- 
ada and Woodside roads will con- 
tinue for approximately another 
month, Mayor Lowe reported, but 
the hazards of the situation seem 
to be a great deal lessened since 
the joint meeting of Highway Pa- 
trol, union representatives and 
truckers held earlier last week. 

Upholding of the Belmont truck- 
ing ordinance in Appellate Court, 
he said, would enable the Wood- 
sidé Council to have a trucking 
ordinance ready for first reading 
at the next regular monthly meet- 
ing on May 9. 

“We'll give it very careful con- 
sideration to make sure we are 
doing the right thing by the Town 
of Woodside,” said the Mayor. 
ANNEXATION 

The council also faced its first 
proposal of an annexation to the 
city formed last fall. A petition 
from Stanford University request- 
ed contiguous annexations by the 
city of 26.66 acres extending from 
Searsville Lake to the center of 
Family Farm drive. The Woodsid- 
ers passed a resolution setting the 
next regular council meeting on 
Thursday, May 9, at 8 p.m. in the 
multipurpose room of the Wood- 
side School, as the time and place 
for public hearing. 

No action was taken by the 
council on the state’s proposed 
abandonment of Woodside road 
at State Highway No. 107. May- 
or Lowe suggested that the pro- 
posal might not mean complete 
abandonment but a shifting of 
emphasis to. the Willow. Sand- 
hill road project, and that the 
council hold off formal protest 
until more information was 
available. 

In a letter from the state Divi- 
sion of Highways the council 
heard that no money is in the cur- 
rent state budget for improve- 
ments to the road, and as yet no 
answer has been received to the 
Woodside request for aid on wid- 
ening the Portola road-Woodside- 
LaHonda road intersection so that 
the Portola school bus can make 
the present sharp V-turn.

This is the time of year when 
everyone buys at least one bag of 
fertilizer along with all the plants, 
and then wonders when and how 
to use it. Whatever you buy and 
how you use it, you will be doing 
some good. For it is essential that 
everyone practice conservation, 
and returning nutrients to the soil 
is one of the most important parts 
of conservation.

fertilizer pays for itself. He will 
be able to buy smaller plants and 
have them grow to expensive size 
quickly if the soil is enriched with 
fertilizer. He will also spend less 
on corrective sprays when he has 
healthy plants. 

Vegetable gardens need fertil- 
izers high in nitrogen to promote 
quick growth because nitrogen is 
the food most lacking in Califor- 
nia Soils. Use fertilizer at planting 
time and again when the growing 
season is half over. Place the fer- 
tilizer two to four inches from the

REMEMBER TREES 

Trees need nitrogen, too, and 
phosphorus for greenness. Am- 
monium phosphate is, best and 
cheapest. Make holes about three 
feet apart in a circle around the 
drip line (outside branch spread) 
of the tree, fill with fertilizer and 
soak with water. 

Many shrubs and trees need 
feeding after spring flowering to 
promote leaf growth. and increase 
the root system. A balanced or or- 
ganic fertilizer can be used so the 
food value is released gradually 
all summer. * 

Bulbs should be fed with bone- 
meal after flowering, for this is 
the time next year’s flowers are 
being made. Sprinkle enough 
around the bulb area to whiten 
the soil, and then water this in. 
Let the foliage die down natural- 
ly, though you can tie it in a knot 
and tuck it under nearby shrubs 
or summer flowers. 

NEED FEEDING 

Lawns should always be in mind 
when fertilizers are discussed, for 
they need at least three feedings 
a year, preferably one every 
month. I use every kind and brand 
of fertilizer there is, so my lawn 
gets a reaily balanced diet of or- 
ganic, high and low nitrogen, and 
slo wand fast acting fertilizers. 

In open ground, cover crops 


should be planted in the fall. They 
take up the extra food, which is 
then plowed back as green hu- 
mus, plus improving the soil tex- 
ture and amount of bacteria pre- 
sent.

GARDEN CALENDA 
WEEK OF APRIL 

Try to plan your gardening so 
that three or more days before 
you want to pull weeds or dig 
holes in an area, you give it a 
good soaking and let it dry off a 
bit. You will find weeds come out 
eaisly and no part is left to re- 
grow. Digging is easy when the 
fork can sink in instead of bounc- 
ing off baked clay. 


Snails are terrible this year, 
and they eat every new plant. Wa- 
ter down a ring of poisoned bait 
placed around'‘each plant ,and you 
will find a lot of dead snails in 
the morning. When you see a 
snail, crack its shell to kill it.

Pinch off the tip growth of 
chrysanthemums, geraniums. and 
fuchsias.
